LOS ANGELES, June 20—On the 
wings of armored birds soaring 
over her great wall will ride the 
military destiny of Cnina—her best 
defense will be a strong offense 
through the air, 

So declared Lieut. Commander 
Frank Hawks, U.S.N.R., vice-presi- 
dent Curtiss-Wright Export Cor- 
poration and holder of many air 
speed records, when he arrived 
today on the liner President Cool- 
idge from the Orient. He said: 

“The Nationalist government, 
apparently succeeding in solidify- 
ing China, realizes that the 
geographical and topographical 
nature of the country lends it- 
self to military flying, strength 
of which in turn will give it a 
commanding position in Asia, 

“To that end, the government is 
bending every effort to create a 
highly efficient military air force. 
Already China's war-birds numbe: 
more than 300 and her people are 
rapidly becoming air-minded. Un- 
der tutelage of American instruc- 
tors, many former army and navy 
fliers, the Chinese becomes a splen- 
did aviator. In the short time of 
his development in aviation he has 
become more proficient than many 
of his neighbors and any future 
invader of his country will be met 
with resistance in the air of which 
any country would be proud.” 
Hawks, who spent several months 
in northern and southern China and 
travelled 400 miles inland after de- 
livering a new bombing plane at 
Shanghai, continued: 

“There is no commercial avia- 
tion in China other than by fran- 
chise granted foreign operators, 
as the government has forbidden 
private ownership of planes in its 
battle against insurgents and 
bandits throughout the country.”

ONTARIO AND SASKATCHEWAN 


The provincial ‘elections held yesterday in 
Ontario and Saskatchewan resulted in land- 
slides for which there are few precedents in 
Canadian history 

In Ontario a Government which elected 91 
members out of 112 in 1929, was yesterday so 
decisively defeated that on election night it 
seemed Premier Henry might be the sole sur- 
vivor of his cabinet, this only by grace of five 
other candidates who split the opposing votes 
and with a following no larger than the usual 
party contingent on one of the committees of 
the legislature 

The issues in the contest, as disclosed by 
press reports during the campaign, were three; 
the remarkable increase in the public debt; the 
“Abitibi charges,” and the allegation that the 
Government had established a toll gate for the 
collection of campaign funds from firms who 
sold supplies to the liquor department. 

In Saskatchewan the Anderson Government 
suffered even worse, the Premier himself being 
numbered among the casualties, and his party 
left without a single member in the new legis- 
lature. 

The issues in Saskatchewan, as appeared in 
the platform discussions, were mainly the in- 
crease in the provincial debt and the claim that 
this increase could only be accounted for by 
gross extravagance or prize incapacity. 


It may be that the Henry Government would 
have been defeated in Ontario solely on the 
criticism levelled against it on the grounds 
cited. It may be that the Anderson Government 
would have been defeated in Saskatchewan if 
the outcome had turned solely on the strictly 
provincial issues which figured in the platform 
discussions. 

But local issues cannot explain that in these 
two widely separated provinces the Govern- 
ments were almost wiped out of existence 
though both were backed to the full by all the 
influence and prestige the federal Government 
could muster in their support—including a lav- 
ish outpouring of eleventh hour money for pro- 
vincial purposes; that in Ontario a party which 
had been 29 years out of power came back with 
an almost unparalleled majority under a leader 
who had never sat in the provincia! legislature, 
while in Saskatchewan the man from whom the 
electors withdrew their confidence only five 
years ago was returned to power at the head of 
a majority holding 48 out of 54 seats 

Verdicts, rendered on the same day in one 
province in eastern Canada and in another 
province in western Canada, and so overwhelm- 
ing in their unanimity, bespeak a community of 
sentiment in the east and the west that can be 
neither ignored nor denied. Beyond any ques- 
tion or argument the voters who flocked to the 
polls in both provinces in unusual numbers 
were animated by a common feeling of discon- 
tent and only differed in so far as they rivalled 
each other in the intensity of their hot resent- 
ment. 


Henry and Anderson were cond@mned 
few political leaders have been condemned in 
Canada, but plain justice and demand 
that it be recognized they were condemned in 
measure for what they could not help. They 
were due for defeat on but that 
can not account for the which over- 
took their party following 

There is only one way to account for defeat 
in each case turning into a landslide. The 
went to the polls to register protest 
not one constructive effort had 
either province to fight the depre 
the destruction it has wrought 

Henry and Anderson were only in 
degree responsible for that. The resources and 
powers of a province are limited. Nothing was 
done because the Dominion Government, which 
happens to be of the same political persuasion, 
would not back the provinces in doing any- 
thing. The provincial Governments were pun- 
ished for the sins of their friends at Ottawa, as 
well and as much as for their own. 

Only one interpretation can be placed on 
these two simultaneous outbursts of public 
opinion, The people of Canada are in revolt 
against the inaction that has allowed deflation 
to sweep the land like a destroying storm, and 
heart-sick of being admonished to tighten their 
belts, keep faith in “sound” money, revere their 
deluded grand-fathers, and suffer want in the 
midst of plenty for the sake of their beloved 
but much-abused country. They have had all 
they want, and all they intend to stand for, in 
the way of blasted markets, doles, and the pay- 
ing of public debts over and over by each suc- 
cessive generation, 

Saskatchewan and Ontario have re-echoed 
the’ demand from Nova Scotia, from British 
Columbia, and from five Dominion bye-elec- 
tions, that a general Dominion election be 
called forthwith.

i THE SENATE WANTS REFORMS 


Of all places in the world for unrest to 
break out, the Canadian Senate is by all odds 
the most unlikely. Yet Ottawa -dispatches 
report that one or more active reform measures 
are being advocated by several senators—not 
excluding Conservative senators; but that 
such procedure is not approved by the Govern- 
ment leader in the Senate. 

The spirit of public disapproval must be 
very strong and heated to penetrate through 
the chilly spaces of the Senate. 

Senators who are conscious that all pre- 
election promises have flopped; that unem- 
ployment has not been ended; that we have 
blasted our Canadian products out of the mar- 
kets of the world instead of into those markets; 
and that public resentment is crystalizing, are 
sponsors of the unexpected Senate reform 
movement. 

There is another aspect of the matter—and 
that is senators hear more truth than do Con- 
servative members of parliament, because Con- 
servative members are supposed to control some 
patronage; and people coming to a member in 
hope of political assistance are sure to tell the 
member what they think he will like to hear 
and not what he ought to hear. This also 
applies to letters written to members. 

The Senate movement might have had 
results in the opening days of the session—but 
the members are too anxious to get home now. 
The dissensions in the Government ranks over 
the treatment of good Conservatives in the 
Ottawa enquiry may bring an explosion at any 
time, and the only course which looks safe is 
to close the session on the first possible day.

Chemical science, that to the phlegmatic 
tribesmen on trial must seem as mysterious as 
African ju-ju does to Gordon Sinclair, is being 
called upon in the trial of the four Indian 
brothers charged in British Columbia with the 
murder of Constables Carr and Gisborne. 

Inspector Vance, who before becoming 
criminologist for the Vancouver police depart- 
ment was for many years city analyst, produced 
at the preliminary hearing 29 articles bearing 
stains of human blood. The exhibits ranged 
from specks of grit gathered from the con- 
stables car, to clothing, a railroad tie and a 
gory club to which pieces of hair still adhered.

A city laboratory, with equipment valued 
at $80,000, is at the inspector’s disposal, to- 
gether with a laboratory staff. A microscopic 
examination of a bloodstain will reveal the 
approximate age of the stain by oxidation. It 
does more than that. It shows the direction 
from which the blood has come, and whether 
it came from within or without. 

For a laboratory test of blood stains, the 
sample is cut into three pieces. From one piece 
is made a corpuscle count. Any bacteriological 
condition is noted, In the spectroscope it is 


identified by its spectrum bands. The blood 
crystals are dissolved and classified. 

From a second piece o/ the stain, the fibrin 
or solid matter is removed and the remaining 
serum is treated with an anti-serum to deter- 
mine whether it is human or animal blood 

With a third piece a test is made to deter- 
mine to which of the four groups of human 
blood the sample belongs to. This can then 
be compared with the blood of the victim and 
of the accused, to discover if it came from 
either, or from some other source

In Apoplexy 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The term apoplexy seems to have first been 
used by Hippocrates to indicate a sudden in- 
sensibility and disability of the body from a 
diseased condition within the brain. An apop- 
lectic stroke is most common between the ages 

{ of 40 and 60, but it may sometimes occur in 
| children during a strain, as in 
whooping cough, 
We recognize various 
kinds of apoplexy, such as: 
1, That caused by an en- 
gorgement in the — small 
blood vessels in the brain. 
2. The escape of serum 
but not blood into the tissues 
of the brain (common in kid- 
ney disease) may produce a 
form of apoplexy. 
Dr. F. McCoy 3. A temporary of 
speech, and a condition of paralysis in elderJy 
people caused by spasmodic contraction of the 
arteries, 

4. A clot of blood may form in some part of 
the body and be carried by the blood until it 
lodges in a vessel in the brain. 

5. A chronic poor circulation may gradually 
| cause blood to clot in the interior of the vessels 
in the brain. 

6. The most common form of apoplexy is 
a leakage of blood into the brain from a rupture 
of a blood vessel. Death may result quickly 
if a large amount of blood escapes into the 
brain. When death is not caused, there is a 
' tendency for the tissues of the brain in the 
immediate region of the hemorrhage to start 
degenerating and softening. There is a greater 
danger to life with each successive attack. 

Many people have the idea that apoplexy 
attacks only those with a stout build and a 
florid complexion, but this is not correct, for it 
frequently occurs in people who are thin and 
pale. The greatest danger occurs during the 
first few days when the hemorrhage may be 
started over again by a slight movement of the 
patient or by eating a meal. Immediately fol- 
lowing an apoplectic attack the patient’s head 
and shoulders should be raised by a high pillow 
and all constricted clothing should be loosened.

Cold applications or ice should be placed at the 
back of the neck, while warm applications 
should be used on the lower limbs and abdo- 
men, but care taken not to move patient any 
more than absolutely necessary. 

A grapefruit or tomato juice fast seems to 
be especially beneficial in reducing the blood 
pressure and facilitating the dissolving of the 
clot or embolism. No heavy food should be 
used for several weeks after the attack or it 
may retard the cure. If the patient adheres to 
the fast, more good will be accomplished dur- 
ing the first three weeks, when the greatest ab- 
sorption takes place, than could be done later 
by two or three years of treatment. No hard 
exercise is advisable during the first month, 
but a moderate amount of walking may be in- 
dulged in at the end of the fruit juice fast if 
the patient feels strong enough. 

Where the paralysis is slow in leaving, mild 
massage may be used beginning in from ten 
days to two weeks after the stroke. The patient 
should be encouraged to move the affected limbs 
with help if necessary so as to avoid the ten- 
dency to muscular contraction 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: B. C. writes: “For some time 
I have had a duli pain just under thé ribs on 
the right side, not severe enough to make it 
seem necessary to go to the doctor, but enough 
to make me uncomfortable a lot of the time, 
and now I believe it is getting worse. What 
would be your suggestion in my trouble?” 

ANSWER: Dull pain just below the ribs on 
the right side at the point nearest the navel 
may indicate gall bladder trouble. If sharp, 
associated with cramping, it may indicate the 
passage of a gall stone, although I have seen 
several cases of the latter occurring without 
the abdominal cramps. Appendicitis pains 
generally start in the pit of the stomach and 
shoot down to the right side, just above the 
pubic bone. If the pain is a little higher it 
is probably caused by gas in the caecum (that 
part of the large colon just above the appendix) 
My suggestion for you is that you have a thor- 
ough examination by a competent physician, 
then if you wish to send me his report I shall 


be glad to give you such advice as I may deem 
helpful in your case. 

QUESTION: G. T. writes: “Please give the 
food value of endive or chicory, the bitter vege- 
table sold at markets for either cooking or 
salad.” 

ANSWER: Endive closely resembles lettuce

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1877, the city of 
Saint John was swept by one of 
the worst fires in Canadian his- 
tory. Practically the whole city 
was wiped out. When the con- 
flagration had been conquered 
after hours of desperate gallantry 
by firemen and citizens it was 
found’ that no less than 1,612 
houses and 615 business places 


* had been destroyed. 


It was a desperate fire. The 
wind was high; most of the 
buildings were old and of wood, 
some of them dating back nearly 
a century, and they burned like 
tinder. Some of the stone build- 
ings withstood the fire, but the 
business houses wiped out includ- 
ed many that had been consid- 
ered fireproof. 

Over 13,000 people were made 
homeless; the money loss exceed- 
€d $27,000,000, on which there was 
insurance of only $7,000,000. It 
was a staggering blow; but the 

people of Saint John never lost 
heart completely. Aid poured in 
from Boston and New York and 
from “Upper Canada,” as some of

BURLY but warm-hearted Montreal 
police inspector has qualified for the 
title of the world’s best provider. 

Housekeepers everywhere are eager to learn 
the secret of his success, for on the modest 
allowance of one dollar a day he has fed 
from two to four hundred of the deadbeats 
who seek sanctuary at the city police 
Stations. 

And fed them well, too! Each night the 
cold and hungry men line up for their 
bow! of nourishing soup and slices of thick- 
ly-buttered bread. Each morning before they 
leave the gran comfort of the police cells 
for the more comfortless atmosphere of the 
chilly streets they receive their generous 
dole ef bread and butter and coffee, with 
often something extra added 

“Tt puts heart into them,” explained In- 
epector Emile Bilodeau. “I couldn't see 
them starve. These fellows who come to 
the police station for shelter at 
hottom of the ladder. No one else is willing 
to help them for ene reason or énother, If 
we didn't feed them what would happen to 
them?” 

But the declines to 
reveal just how he has managed to finance 
his charitable task. The whole thing is his 
own idea and he runs it in his own way 
without any’ interference from the police 
department.

MUSICIAN-CYCLIST WHO SURVIVED WRECK 
HAS SEVEN BANDS AND WORLD'S PRIZE 


ITSILANO BOYS’ BAND, of Vancouver, 
which won the world’s championship 
at the Chicago Exhibition last year, is 

making a professional tour of the British 
Isles in July and August. Seventy boys, 
under the direction of Bandmaster Arthur 
Delamont, will make the trip to show Eng- 
lishmen what young Canadians can do with 
wind and percussion instruments. 

Arthur Delamont started the Kitsilano 
Boys’ Band seven years ago. He had ten 
members to begin with, and the boys had 
to buy their own uniforms, with the under- 
standing that they would be re-imbursed 
when finances permitted. It was some con- 
siderable time before this promise could be 
redeemed, but meanwhile the strength and 
the fame of the band was growing steadily. 

Four years after it was organized, the 
band won the Canadian championship at 
the Toronto Exhibition. Mr. Delamont had 
great difficulty in raising the necessary 
finances for the f{rip, but returned with a 
substantial balance on hand, the result of 
concerts given at cities en route, 

Bandmaster Delamont was born in Here- 
fordshire, England, about forty-two years 
ago, in a musical family. As a lad he joined 
the Salvation Army so that he could play 
in the band, and his solo work was highly 
commended by the late Sir Edward Elgar. 


He came to Canada with his parents when 
sixteen, and for a time worked in a Moose 
Jaw department store. In 1922 he moved to 
Vancouver, where he soon became orchestra 
leader in three separate theatres, 

Now he is the leader of seven bands, 
plays in three orchestras, gives private 
music lessons, and makes occasional radio 
appearances, He is of medium height, 
rather stout, dark, and not a bit temper- 
amental—about as unlike the conventional 
musician as one may imagine. 

Motorcycles have always heen his second 
love. A few years back he used to engage 
in all the road races he had time to enter as 
well as hill climbing contests and other 
thrilling exhibitions of skill. Sometimes it 
was rough sport with hard falls and breaks, 
but Delamont is a heavy set, athletic master 
of the baton. He keeps his motorcycle and 
music trophies together, 

How he was .hipwrecked goes back to 
1914, aboard the Empress of Ireland. The 
ship was rammed and sank within twelve 
minutes. Delamont remained in the cold 
water for more than four hours and on being 
picked up was so close to collapse that medi- 
cal men despaired of saving his life. He 
won out, however, and this summer expects 
to take his band to London, England, his first 
voyage since that horrible experience
